He advised that it had been his practice not to keep material 
b classiii.od natur-e in his safe in the Pupiin Physics 
Laboratory for any extended period of time, He was asked 
if he had meintainod n copy of the so-called "Lexington 
heport on the Hepa Pi'ojoct, He stated that he belie vod that 
he had seen a copy of the Lcxingtoii Report but could not recall 
ever having had it at Columbia. He stated that he had boon 
a consultant for the govornnmnt on the project and on one or 
two occasions had visitod the project at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Tocimology in an advisory capacity on the broad 
aspects of the project. 

At the request of tho writer, he examined his 
locked files and safe and advised that he had no documents 
of a classified, nature in his possession, Le stated that 
because of his slight contact with PERL, he could make no 
suggestion as to further lines of inquiry. 


On June 9, 195^ BERNARD 'BARR was interviewed at 
nls place of business, Bare o Press, 20 VIest 22 Street, New 
York, New York, Re advised that he had not heard /irom nor 
received any correspondence from his brother JOEl/bARR. He 
stated that he and his wife, from time to time, had visited 
his mother, REBECCA BARR at her residence P4l Veet 97th 
Street,.

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examirusd all of his brother's personal property Including 
photographs. He advised that the bulk of his brother's 
personal possessions consisted of phonograph records, 
some of which he (BERNARD) took for his own use.
